We think that organists are too apt to 
forget the position they occupy. They arc 
not placed in the choir lo show off the pow¬ 
er ol the instrument, nor to exhibit the 
brilliancy of their execution. They fie- 
quemly make great mistakes in regard to 
the character of the Voluntary before ser¬ 
vice. A light, trifling strain should never 
he indulged in; rapid transition of keys— 
wild and eccentric flights—introduction of j 
playful airs—any thing, indeed, that serves 
io please the fancy rather than touch the 
heart, ought to he sedulously avoided.— 
I'he music should be of that solemn and 
subdued style which tranquilizes the mind 
and excites the devotional feelings of the 
heart. The strains that would delight us 
at an opera, or a public concert, shock us 
when heard in the house of God. 

The interludes between the verses, too 
are often misplaced. The performer should 
carefully study-the sentiment ol the verse 
to be sung, and suit the character of his 
interlude to that sentiment. How often 
have we heard at the close of some peni¬ 
tential hymn, in which the mercy ol God 
been humbly invoked— 

“ God of inercy ! God of grace! 

Hear our sad, repentant songs!” 
how often has the whole effect been rudely 
destroyed, by a flighty interlude—a rapid 
and cheerful movement—making a very 
ebery of the whole affair. This is u 
ious error. There is, in onr opinion, 
/avs too much running over the keys— 
i much fantastic display—‘too many un- 
aning flourishes, it) this particular per¬ 
formance. In a hymn of thanksgiving and 
a lively interlude is in good taste, 
and yet great care should he taken, lest, 
nstead of a holy cheerfulness, expression 
should be given to a reckless and unchaT- 
ened mirth.—[Portland Transcript.]

The Report of the Physician and Superin 
tendant, Dr. Isaac Ray, is an able and valua¬ 
ble document. The first pages are devoted 
to an investigation of the statistics of insanity 
showing their fallacy, in the course of which 
the writer gives evidence of deep research and 
an intimate acquaintance with his subject.— 
Following this is an inquiry into the causes of 
the disease, aud his deductions are sound and 
philosophical. 

This report should have a wide circulation;
